Oblast, RSFSR, in July or August 1954. Unidentified divisional 
officers and troops from the 2nd Brigade participated in the 
exercise. The exercise, which lasted approximately three months, 
began in July 1954 and ended in October 1954. The single burst 
exploded just above the surface, allegedly being released from an 
altitude of 15 kilometers. Tanks, goats, and sheep were used for 
experimental purposes. Tanks within a 600-meter radius were 
melted. Tanks within a 1,000-meter radius were not destroyed, 
but sheep within these tanks were burned to death. Troops were 
allegedly dug in as near as 1,600 meters from ground zero, and 
as far distant aa four to six kilometers from ground zero.
